UTILITY SETS FOR FARMERS. 

A considerable amount of atten- 
tion is being paid, and rightly so, 
by the broad-casting autharities 
to the Wireless needs of tho farm- 
er. The Manchester and Glasgow 
stations transmit special weather 
reparts to their farmers, and.the 
Newcastle station runs afarmers” 
comer, Althouch much is being 
done in this was at The trans- 
mitting stations, nothing appears 
to have been done in the way of 
making special receiving sets for 
farmers. . 

Now, the farmer is an essential- 
ly practical man, and it should be 
possible forour wireless designers 
ta design a receiving set which 
would appeal to the farmer on 
general utility grounds. A really 
gon) farmer's set, would sell like 
hot cakes on the farmy of Eng- 
land. and would go like corned 
heef and cabbage on the farms of 
North America. The great thing 
to do would be to make every 
component of the farmer's sat 
serve a double purpose. 

In other words, each com- 
penent part weuld not do its 
sireless work, but would do a bit 
of work.on the farm as well. 
There are possibilities, for ex- 
ample. in barhed acrial wire. 
Such wire could be used by the 
farmer inyart of his.fen 
that the farmer's aeriai. while 
bringing him inte teuch with the 
wutside world, would at the same 
time keep him out of touch with 
his neighbour's sheepand cattle.
